LONDON, July 7.—Irish politics have given 
way all this session to English legislation, but 
the O’Donnell libel suit against the Times has 
brought the subject to the front again. This 
case, which was decided against the piaintiff, 
derived its chi¢f interest from the use by the 
Attorney General , who appeared for the Times, 
of certain letters alleged to have been 
written by Parnell. These letters, 
their substance, have already appeared in 
print. If they were genuine letters they 
would connect Parnell with the dynamite 
wing ofthe Irish party, Parnell denounced 
these documents yesterday afternoon in the 
House of Commons as stupid and clumsy 
forgeries. That should end the case so far as 
Mr. Parnell is concerned, as the Times has fur- 
nished no proofof the genuine character of 
the letters, and expressly stipulated in open 
court that no intormatioa could be given of 
where they were obtained, and the word of an 
honorable man agains? unsubstantiated and 
infamous charges will be regarded as all 
sufficient. 

THE TES“ STATEMENT. 

The Times, in its summary of its own case, 
says: We have declared our readiness te 
produce documents showing close relations 
between Messrs. Parnell and Egan in regard to 
the expenditure of Land League funds, show- 
ing that Carey, the leader of the Invincibles, 
was paid by Mr. Egan and was urged by him 
to get ‘to work and ge us value for our 
money,’ showing that Parnell, when in Kil- 
malnbam Jail, was angry at ‘the inexcusable 
action’ of bis friends outside, and reminded 
Egan that he had undertaken to ‘make 
it hot for od Porster & Co.,“ 
and called on him to give 
some evidence of his power to do so; showing 
that when Frank Byrne fled from the kingdom 
to avoid trial on the chatge of complicity in 
the Phoenix Park murders, it was Mr. Parnell 
who supplied funds for bis escape, and finally 
showing that Mr. Parnell has repeated more 
than once in apolegetic letters, addressed to 
members of the extreme Wing of the party, 
curious admissions con ed in a document 
we published in ume on the 
18th of April, 1887.

Mr. Parnell cares nothing for any 
unsupported Gharges of the Times and has not 
cared to play into their hands by going into 
alongand expensive political trial to show 
the falsity of the testimony purchased from 
informers and ex-convictsa. The O'Donnell 
libel suit was a mistake. It was brought by 
the plaintiff on bis own responsibility. The 
jury found that he had not been II- 
belled, but did not pass upon the truth 
or falsity of the charges as made by the Times 
as represented in this case by the Attorney- 
General anda tremendous array of counsel. 
The presence of this prominent Government 
Official in this private case shows the 
politieal character of the case and that the 
Ministry is merely using the Times as a 
weapon to injure the Home Rule party.

Parnell’s Explanation of the Times““ Let- 
ters in the Comm ns. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
LONDORN, July 7,—The House of Commons 
was crowded yesterday asif a great debete 
was expected invoiving the existence of the 
Ministry.

THE THUNDERER’S DENIALS. 

The Times to-day traverses Parnell’s state- 
ments. The writer declares that the Attorney- 
General never alleged that Egan’s letter to 
Carey was found in Carey's house and says 
what he did allege was that other letters of 
Egan’s were found in Carey’s house. The 
writer also says that it is not alleged that the 
letter purporting to be written from Kilmain- 
ham Jail was in the writing of Campbell, Par- 
nell’s Secretary. He says the Attorney-Gen- 
eral distinctly stated that he did not know 
whose writing it was, but it might be that of 
some fellow-prisoner of Parnell’s. This dis- 
poses, at all events, of the allegatiom so freely 
made by the Tory papers that the letter was in 
the writing of Campbell and their taunts about 
his absence from Parliament because he hup- 
pened to be ill. 

THE UNIONIST PRESS. 

The Unionist papers to-day openly declare 
that they believe in Parnell’s guilt if he does 
not bring an action for libel. It is difficult to 
say how far this belief is genuine, or how far 
it is mere party manouver. The Unionists 
intend to print the Attorney-General’s speech 
and scatter it broadcast over the country. 
The Daily News declares that if counsel are to 
make odious accusations and then back out 
and offer no proof, the question will have to 
be considered whether or not the bar should 
continue to enjoy privileges of immunity. 
Even now Parnell has not finally made up his 
mind whether or not to prosecute the Times.

NO BOTTOM, 


The Eastern Bate War Waging Fiercely— 
The Erie’s Disclaimer. 


NEW York, July 7.—The Times says: Freight 
agents thought Thursday that the very bot 
tom rates had been reached and many looked 
forarise. Now they think there is no bot- 
tom, and the Oentral Vermont’s action yes- 
terday caused general consternation among 
the freight agents on Broadway and their 
worst fears now seem to be that the general 
demoralization of the freight business will 
cause a reduction in salaries, unless 
something is done to check the gen- 
eral declining tendency of rates. Agents 
are exceedingly jealous of each other and 
**spotters’’ are sent out to the various offices 
daily to make inguries as to the lowest possible 
rate on some certain commodity. The Rock 
Island route has been handling the bulk of 
the green fruit which leaves this city for 
Kansas City. The rate is $1.03 per hundred 
pounds, all rail. Yesterday the agent of a 
certain line offered a shipper $20 per car-load 
commission on his shipment, but he refused 
and insisted on $25. The agent held firm at 
$20 and the fruit was shipped by another 
route. More cement has been re- 
ceived in New York from ULIver - 


pool and Bremer. this year than any year for 
live years past. The Inland Transportation 
Co. has carried most of this commodity 
from here to Chicago, via canal and lake, and 
it is said that the manager of that line figures 
the profits for carrying it down to % cent per 
barrel, about eight hundred barrels making a 
boat load.

Valliant of that road authorizes the following 
statement: We did not out these rates, but 
simply issued atariff after having documen- 
tary evidence that some of the other lines bad 
made these rates. Neither are we cutting 

beef. The history of the 


manipulations of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western and other 
lines, and we could not get it back and main- 
tain the agreed rate. We applied to Commia- 
sioner Fink to give us a differential, which, 
after full consideration, he gave, allowing us 
10 cents per 100. That gave us a fair share of 
the beef, and gave us a chance to catch up 
moderately on what we lost in the past. That, 
of course, took business from othe: roads. 
The Vanderbilta and the Pennsylvania then 
reduced the rates and initiated the cuts on 
dressed beef.

His Demise Brings Out His True Name and 
Stery. 


The familiar figure of Doe Maxwell’’ has 


not been seen on the streets for some months 
past. Indeed, it will never be seen again 
around the accustomed haunts of the man, 
for Doo Maxwell’’ ts dead.

Having begun work with the first day of the 
year and carried it on through the almost in- 
solerabie heat of the fiercest Egyptian spring 
‘xnown for at least the last decade, Mr. W. M. 
{Flinders Petrie has at length brought his 
: {arduous Fayum eampaign to a close. The last 

report on Mr. Petrie’s explorations left him at 

Beyahmu, where he had succeeded in identi- 
fying not only the shattered remains of the 
two coloss! described by Herodotus (chap. 
14, book 2), but alsothetwin pedestals upon 
‘which they stood and the sloping molosure 
walis by which each statue was surrounded, 
thus solving the problem ot their apparent, 
but impossible, position on the tops of a pair 
of pyramids. From Beyahmu Mr. Petrie 
moved onto Hawara, about four miles dis- 
tant in a southeast direction, and it is from 
this point that we again take up the thread of 
his adventures. 

At Hawara there is a dilapidated brick 
pyramid which enjoys the reputation of never 
-having been opened, and an extensive area of 
e vel ground thickly honeycombed with the 
\foundations of brick buildings. These founda- 
tions and this pyramid were conjecturally 
‘identified by Lepsius nearly fifty years ago 
‘with the remains of the Labyrinth and the 
‘tomb of the founder. The meanness of the 
ruins and the poverty of the material

IMoulties of so heavy a task. The next day’s 
work showed these difficulties to be even 
greater than he had anticipated. The stone 
wall supporting the roof was found to be ten 
feet in thickness, the roof iteelf being 
strengthened by a bank of enormous stone 
beams stacked on edge. To get through sueh 
a mass was all but impossible, and to sink a 
shaft through a roof fifteen feet thick was al- 
most as bad. Let this last was the se way, 
and, nothing daunted, Mr. Petrie resolved to 
attempt it. 

The heat by this time had become tremen- 
dous. It was close upon the end of — and 
in less than three weeks the great oham- 

edan fast of Ramadan would be at hand, 

hen no man works and all things are ata 
standstill. Yet with skilled labor if skilled 
labor could be had, the thing might surely be 
done. So our explorer started off to Medinet- 
el-Fayum, and engaged the services of certain 
masons who undertook to pierce the roof for 
him at the rate of 5s per cubic meter. As 
they were accustomed to ape, § rock-cut 
wells and cisterns, and reported of themselves 
as doing on the average one meter a 
day, Mr. Petrie nuw confidently hoped to get 
into the chamber in leas than a week. But, 
alas forthe vanity of human expectations 
especially in Egypt! Twodays went by and 
no masons came. At last, on the third day, a 
couple of workmen made their appearance, 
expecting to meet their master on the spot. 
The master mason, however, never came at 
all, and, after hanging aimlessly about the 
place for some wenty-four hours, the 
workmen went their way. Meanwhile 
three or four of his own men 
and boys had been down with sun-stroke, 
and Mr. Petrie, seein the utter hope- 
sition, found himself reluct- 
tantly compelled to defer the boring of the 
roof till next season. The disappointment, of 
course, is great; but itis a mere disappoint- 
ment of delay, and not of failure. Much is al- 
ready achieved. The tunnel is made; the 
sepuichral chamber is found; and within a 
fortnight after Mr. Petrie’s return to Hawara 
next season we may expect to receive full 
particulars of the opening ofthe tomb of an 
Egyptian Pharoah—an event unparalleled in 
the records of modern explorations. 
Nor is this all. The amid of Ha- 
wara, like the Pyramids of Ghizeh and Sak- 
karah, hadafunerary chapel adjoining, and 
among the ruins of this chapel Mr. Petrie has 
found fragments of severa — 2 in- 
scriptions containing the cartouches of Am- 
enemhat III. There can be no reasonable 
doubt that this pyramid is the tomb of that 
famous king, orthat his mummy yet reposes 
in its inviolate sepuicher. 

While the pyramid tunnel was in progress 
Mr. Petrie was actively engaged inthe ex- 
— of a vast cemetery, hitherto un- 

nown and untouched, which he discovered 
in the immediate neighborhood. It proved 
to be entirely of the Greek and Grmco-Roman 
period, and must have been the necropolis of 
the town bulit over the site of the Labyrinth. 
The graves reach to no great dept!) below the 
surface—that is to say, it does not consist of 
successive strata of tombs like the great burial 
fields of Sakkarah, Abydos and Thebes—but it 
extends over a surface of something like 100 
acres. The superficial coaracter of the inter- 
mines made it, however, easy to work, and 
Mr. Petrie has consequently been able to ex- 
haust the richest quarters in a single season. 
He has exhumed many hundreds mummies 
and found an extraordinary number of 
interesting .objects buried with the dead, as 
funerary vases in alabaster, terra cotta and 
lass, toilette ornaments, tools, toys, coins 
ſohlehy Roman], amuletts, mirrors, beads, 
molds, a casket with panels of oarved ivory, 
hundreds of fragmen apyri, consisting 
mainly of lists and accounts; a great store of 
funerary wrappings of beautiful embroidered 
and woven textiles, such as have lately been 
found in the Roman and Coptic quarters of the 

eat cemetery at Ekhmeem, and, most 
nterestin of all, a splendid frag- 
ment 0 the Second Book of the 
„Uiad. written on papyrus iu the finest 
Greek hand, before the rounded uncial or 
cursive scripts came into use. This precious

The mummies found in the cemetery are, as 
usual, of all classes, some parts being crowded 
with poor interments and others reserved for 
the tombs ofthe rich.

MY LADY’S PERFUME. 


‘THE GREAT FLOWER HARVESTS THAT ARE 
GATHERED IN FRANCE. 


The Sources From Which the Fine Toilette 
Scents Are Procured—Distilling the Deli- 
cate Odors From the Petals of Beautiful 
Flowers. 


One of the most charming sights in Paris is 
the flower show iu the great garden of the 
Tuileries. We are accustomed to large and 
beautiful exhibitions of this kind at home, and 
I bad supposed that in respect to dablias,pan- 
sies and other garden flowers,our florists were 
unrivaled. But some of the conceit was taken 
out of me by what I saw in Paris. One ex- 
hibitor displayed 210 distinct varieties of dah- 
lias, another 140,and so on through every con- 
eelvabie variety of tint, size and beauty, until 
the eye was fairly wearied with the brilliant 


and delicate color. 

The roses also were magnificent, although 
the flush of their season was past and the chill 
winds of autumn had begun to make flowers 
out of doors look cold and discouraged. There 
was also a fascinating side-show of perfumes 
from the great French houses so well known 
in America, for it is from sunny France that 
the maiden of the New World aud her sighing 


dude derive the wherewithal to perfume their 
dainty handkeroliefs and note paper. My 
own modest experience had not taught me 
that cut flowers are especially cheap in the 
shops and markets of Paris, so I asked the 
veteran where these odorous blossoms are 
raised in sufficient quantities and cheap 
enough to form the basis of perfume manu- 


ture. 
THE LAND OF FROWERS. 

„ Ah, yes, he replied, ‘‘a very natural 
question. That is all dope in Southern France, 
Where sunshine if perennial, bot- houses al- 
most unknown, and where roses and mimosas 
bloom out of doors the year round. Perfumes 
are manufactured from flowers on a commer- 
cial scale at several places south of the lat - 
tude of Lyons, but the great center of the in- 
dustry is at Grasse, a pretty little mountain 
ne perched on a sunny slope at the head ofa 
valley twelve miles long, which opens upon 
the Mediterranean Coast at Cannes. There is 
a branch railroad from Cannes up the valley 
to Grasse, and the whole country thereabuut, 
although rugged and sterile to look at from a 
distance, has grown fat and rich out of flower 
farming aud perfume manufacture, which 
have been carried on there for more than a 
century. 

„But,“ I rejoined, ‘‘you say that the coun- 
try about Grasse is high and broken. Is itjnot 
true that flowers grow best in the valleys and 
lowlands along the coast?’’ 

‘*Yes, flowers for bouquets and decorations, 
but not for perfumery. Mind you, Beverly, it 
is not the big, gorgeous, flamboyant blossoms 
that smell the sweetest and yield thé most 
‘Jockey Club’ and ‘Frangipanni.’ For this 
special purpose each kind of flower has its spe- 
cial peculiar habitat, but as a rule the best 
blossoms are small or medium in size, simple 
in form and grown upon ground sheltered by 
adjacent hills from cold winds; but neverthe- 
less from one to two thousand feet above the 
level of the sea. By simple in form I mean 
the single natural flower, not the double arti- 
ficially developed violet or the tuberose of the 
fan gardeners. The whole subject is dain 
and 8 in the extreme, and I was well

THE PERFUME DISTILLERS. 

„Well, then, understand, to begin with, 
that the flower-growers and perfume distillers 
of Southern France have no fear of any com- 

etition. They think that because they in- 

erited this industry from their ancestors, and 
because no other country has ever taken it up 
successfully, no other country or people ever 
can or will. But there is nothing mysterious 
about the business, and nothing impossible to 
any man or community who will choose a 
suitable soll, location and exposure in, sa 
California, and go about the business intelli- 
gently and with energy. 

As arranged in France the businesses of 
flower farming and perfume manufacture are 
essentially distinct. A few companies and 

s of Grasse have small flower farms, but 
the bulk of their blossoms are bought, like 
hay, from the peasant farmers who come to 
market with loads of roses. violets, jonguils 
and other flowers, which they - raise and sell 
like lettuce or cabbage. The flowers are gath- 
ered inthe evening or early worning, while 
the dew is on them,and the scene in the pretty 
little city, as the long trains of blossom-laden 
carts come in soon after sunrise, is charming. 

The flower harvesting begins in February 
with violets, which, with the jonguil and mig- 
nonette, continue until the end of April. May 
and June bring the roses and orange blossoms 
with thyme and rosema Jasmines and 
tuberoses keep the distillers and farmers busy 
during July and August, lavender and spike- 
nard in September and the acacia in Novem- 
ber and December. From November to Feb- 
ruary the manufacturers round up the busi- 
ness of the year, and it is then that the heay- 
lest shipments of pomades and perfumery 
oils are made to Great Britain and the United 
States, which, after Paris, are the great 

atrons of the perfume-makers of Southern 
ance. 
ROSES BY THE TON. 

have already said that only the simple, 
most natural varieties of flowers are used; the 
roses that are grown by tons for this purpose 
are the plain pink June roses that every coun- 
try schoolboy in America has picked from the 
bushes in the garden or door-yard and pre- 
sented blushingly to his schoolma’am. he 
single white jonqull, the wild violet, the sin- 
gle tuberose are the only ones known to the 

erfumers. For orange blossoms, a small bit- 
non-edible variety is used which makes up 
for its poor fruit by producing a wealt& of bios- 
soms thatare large, white and heavy with per- 
fume. There is nothing in the growing of 
flowers that any peasant farmer of ordinary 
intelligence cannot readily master. It is in 
the manufacture of „ from the gath- 
ered blossoms that the great skill and experi- 
ence are required. It requires capital, too 
but the profits of the business are l eral, and 
those who have been long enough engaged in 
it have no want of money. 

The perfumes of commerce are in one of 
four generic forms, viz.: pomades and per- 
fumed oils, which are made by the process of 
absorption, or essences and essential oils,

successfully done in the States, will be im- 
mediately and largely profitable. 

FLOWSBR FARMING IN AMERICA. 

The requisites will be to find in Texas, New 
Mexico, California or I imagine among the 
hills of the Carolinas or Tennessee, solls of the 
right quality in positions which are sheltered 
from northern winds and where severe frost is 
rare or unknown. There are plenty of such 
places where flowers can grown as easily 
and surely as grapes or potatoes. Buildings 
for the manufacture of perfumes should be of 
stone or brick with neavy walls so as to obtain 
an even, uniform temperature. 

The apparatus for distillation and for the 
absorption process is simple, and can be 
made or bought almost anywhere. Add to 
this a few experiencea workmen from Lyons, 
Nice, Grasse, or any other of the French 
manufacturing places, te serve as foreman 
and the conditions of success would be all 
secured. Of course the hand labor of the 
flower farms and the factories would cost 
more than it does in France, but with fifty per 
cent import duty on the product this dis- 
parity would be easily overbalanced. 

-‘*Some years ago an American tried the 
manufacture of perfumery from orange bios- 
soms grown in Florida. He failed for two 
reasons that might easily have been foreseen: 
He used the blossoms ofthe edible orange, 
which were grown on flat lowlands near the 
sea. He should have planted the bigger, or 
non-edible orange, and chosen a location sev- 
eral hundred feet above tide-water, where al- 
though the fruit would be poor, the blossom 
would be far more fragrant. 

„Mistakes like these would be easily avoided 
by any clever Arrerican who should go about 
this business with his eyes open. Who will be 
the first to try it?’’

Strange Notions as to the Coming of the 
Grim Messenger—Uncouth Legend ef the 
Creation eof the Down-trodden Black 
Race.

„And what is death?”’ Iasked an old negro 


woman. She had come from several miles 


out in the hill country to sell the townspeople 
8 basket of ‘‘roasting-ears.’’ She was such a 
queer specimen of numanity, and ideas and 
fancies from her weird world of ignorance 
flew so rapidly to her tongne that one was en- 
tioed to hear more of her jargon. 

„And what is death?’’ I asked, Do you 
know it?’’ . 

‘*Ey! I know it,’’ she answered. ‘‘I ha’ 
done seen it in times er sorrer, in times er 
sickness. Hit’s er shader en er darkness; 
hit’s like er spider’s web, ‘cept es hit’s 
black, black ez de long hours er night—dee 
legs uv it, dar where it hangs oer ne cwool 
by dee air—long—long—long. Dee reach, one 
ter de eas’, one ter de wes’, one ter de north, 
en one ter de south; right fum its middle 
hangs er reep hook. En dat shadder en dark- 
ness hit comes drappin down on yer, creepin’ 
up on yer; hit gets hold ’er yo’ feet. hit 
slips up ter yer knees, den hit slips „ up, 
up, twel hit gets ter yer breas’.

Furnishing the uncouth legend: The devil, 
succeeding only in forming the shape of a 
man without the soul, became, as it were, a 
creator of death. He blewen he biew, but 
dar come no life, dar come no breaf!’’ said 
the woman excitedly. ‘‘But de Lo’d he feels“ 
sorry fer de dead man dat He gin him er 
breaf en er soul same es er white man. 

The larger amount of their superstitions, 
however, affect not such primal beliefs, but 
bear upon little daily events, which their 
ignorant minds translate into sigus and won- 

ers. Their folk-lore is rife with signs of 
coming death—‘‘death warnin’s.’’ 

If apple trees P on twice in one year their 
rosy covering of blossoms, déath’s cold feet 
are sure to walk that way. More still do the 
white blooms of the — coming at undue 
season, portend a shroud forsome person 
passing beneath those white flowers, expected 
only to show their kindly sweetness at early 
spring. - 

When a dog comes to the yard in front of a 
house door, there ling on his back, with legs 
pawing the air, making a motion to and fro as 
if rubbing his back, know that he measures a 
grave for some member of the household. R 
if death be very near the dog will bark and 
whine at unseemly hours. 

If a person sneeze once while eating, it is 
his death sign. 

Should a rooster come to a house door and 
crow lustily into the house, the death-spirit 
will be the unwelcome guest who will soon 
enter thatdoor. If, on a sunny merning, a 
brood of chickens lie flat on the ground all in 
a row, with wings spread wide, sunning them- 
selves, they are measuring a grave; if the row 
of extended wings covera long space,a long 
grave shall be needed; if a short space be 
measured by the wings, a child will pass over 
the dark nyer. 

Three lamps burning at once in a room is 
portent for either the eldest or youngest per- 
son 8 the apartment to quit life for 
death ere a full year passes. 

Screech-owls, with their quivering, harrow- 
ing cries portend death; but they are very 
sensitive little creatures to all counter- 
charms ay upon them from within the house 
over which they croon their dolorous mono- 
logue. Just fam de shevel intor de fire, en 
time hit git red-hot dee’ll hesh dere shiv. 
erin’!’’ or sprinkle salt on the blaze, or turn a 
pair of shves up on the floor with soles 
against the wall; perhaps this faint semblance 
to a laid-out corpse will pacify the hun 
spirit; the charm certainly (according to fhe 
negro belief) will silence its harsh-voiced 
emissary. 

To hear cows lowing late in the night— 
dowu deep in the night’’—is as sure a warn- 
ing of approaching death toa near and dear 
one ‘‘ez ef some pusson were a’ ready laid on 
de coolin’-board.’’ 

When shy forest bifds come to flutter about 
adwelling as if they were frightened; when 
they seek entrance, and, agitated by unwonted 
signs of civilization, beat their wings wiidly 
for exit, so some soul will 8 seek its 
exit from that house. Anda black butterfly, 
wosome one ofa lightsome breed, will bear 
into a home a dreadful portent. 

Woe to that careless individual eho strides 
through a happy home, bearing on his shoul- 
ders a hoe or axé or shovel or spade; that 
looks as f he were bound for the place of 
graves, and the ever-watchful, too eager 
spirit of death will follow through that house 
with swift gait to choose his own. 

Never dig a grave until the day of the burial, 
for, if left open over night, the gaping mouth 
will call and call and call for a whole family 
to follow that way. Neither must the burying 
of the dead be after sundown, for doing the 
deed on the wane of the day will place a dire- 
ful spell upon all the dead one’s family and 
friends to follow soon to the last rest. One 
must never step over graves; and neither 
must one count graves, nor even point ata 
grave. 

A house must never be swept after sunset; 
there is some woful portent attached to the 
act; nor nee, 5 broom, used with cleanly 
intent, touch te floor while a corpse lies cold 
within the house. When a grave is filled, the 
tools used thereabout should be laid on either 
side of it and left until other use absolutely 
requires them; it taken straight from the new 
grave the anxious spirit will seek them.

We may challenge the world to produce a 
finer example of self-restraint and obedience 
to law than has lately been afforded in Phila- 
delphia, where 4,000 saloon-keepers, with 
their various assistants, quietly abandoned 
their business at the command of tbe consti- 
tuted authorities, closed their shops and went 
to work to find some other way to earn a liv- 
ing. 
Nothing like this would be possible in any 
other country inthe world. The German Em- 
peror, with alithe love and obedience which 
he enjoyed, could not have ciosed three-fourths 
of the beer saloons in Berlin, even with the 
support of a Parliamentary enactment. The 
Prussian Parliament would not have made 
sueh an enactment, and Bismarck himself 
could not enforce it without impertling the 
perpetuity ofthe Empire. If such an act had 
been proposed in Paris the streets would have 
been barricaded before night. But Americans 
are so accustomed to self-restraint and lawful 
procedure that there is no thonght of resist- 
ance to a statute or an intepretatlon that pear- 
ly all of those immediately affected regard as 
arbitrary and unjust. 


An American Duchess.

The American Duchess is the name which 
London has already bestowed on His Grace of 
Mariborough’s bride, There is great curiosity 
about her, her appearance, her fortune, her 
family, her future, and her relations to her 
husband’s family. On the latter point all 
doupts are put at rest by the Dowager Duchess 
of Marlborough, who approved of the match 
from the rst and who announces that they 
will come to her house in Grosvenor Square 
forthe first week or two of their stay in Lon- 
don.
